Immediately after the 
training week, Dean and Joan both assured me that I would have as 
much follow-up training with a sonographer as I needed. And 
graciously the Lord provided a sonographer to train with each 
Saturday morning from December through April. And now, I have 
"graduated", functioning independently and feeling so very 
comfortable. This truly has been the Lord's faithfulness in 
providing the means to do His work. And Gateway is His work. It's 
a ministry, which is striving to be 100% committed to the 
Lord... uncompromising, teaching abstinence to the unmarried. 
Sharing Christ with each client is the top priority. 
Recently we had an abortion minded client who was unable to 
provide any information to estimate her delivery date. While doing 
the ultrasound it was obvious that her pregnancy was into at least 
the second trimester. As our client viewed the images of her fully 
formed unborn child she was clearly disturbed. 
I wanted so much to determine the age of this baby. The femur 
length is one such measurement. The Lord enabled me to visualize 
the baby so clearly . Not only did the femur appear on the screen but 
also the thigh, knee, lower leg and the foot were all clearly visible. I 
was able to obtain the femur length and effortlessly and confidently 
inform our client that the gestational age of her baby was 4 Vi 
months. Our client left still undecided.
